GREENLAND’S ICE CAPS 


New Map of the Island a Reminder 
of Erichsen’s Tragic Fate 


What is said to be the first aceuy-} 


ate map and description of Norti-! 
east Greenland, showing that the 
great island stretches much further} 


eastward than has been generally as- 


sumed, appears this week in the Cop-} 


enhagen Geographical Journal. 

The authors are the Dane, Capt. 
Koch, and the German, Dr. Wegener, 
both of whom survived the ill-fated 
Denmark ‘expedition, the leader of 
which, Mylius Erichsen, met his 
death in a tragic manner, as did his 
unfortunate companions, Hagen and 
Broenlund. 

Hagen finished his sketch maps of 
Denmark Fiord and  IJIndependen:. 
Sound while dying of hunger and ex 
posure, while Broenlund after 
gen’s death dragged himself with 
both feet frozen to the depot on 
Lambert's Land, where he arrauge! 
his work in such a way that it could 
be easily located. Then he lay down 
and died too. 

The most valuable fcature 
Denmark report is the map 
hitherto unexplored region of Hast 
Greenland between the seventy- 
ninth and the eighty-second parallel, 
although the entire work covers the 
land between 75 degrees 43 minutes 
to the northernmost point of Green- 
land, 83 degrees, 30 minutes. There 
are also the results of Mylius Erich 
sen’s excursions to Shannon Land 
and the Pendulum Islands. 

Dr. Wegener tells of the peculias 
ice conditions in those inhospitable 
rezions.

The 
applicant must appear in person at the 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub- 
agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made 
certain conditions by father, mother, 
son, daughter, brether or sister of in- 
tending homesteader, 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years, A homesteader may live 
on a farm of at least 80 acres solely 
owned and occupied by him or by his 
father, mother, son, daughter, brhth- 
er or sister, 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per acre, 

Duties.—Must reside upon the home- 
stead or pre-emption six months in 
each of six years from date of home- 
stead entry (including tlme required 
earn each homestead patent) and cul- 
tivate fifty acres extra, 

A homesteader Who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ab- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts, Duties. — Must reside six

there would be less near sight and 
better eyes in the community than 
} now «xist. 

Three easily avoided errors cause 
all the harm possible from reading 


lying down, the first often leading to 
the other two. They are insufficient 
or wrongly directed light, short read- 
ing distance, and tipping the book 
out of a plane at right angles to the 


line of vision. 

If, however, every one reading ly- 
ing down will so arrange his lounge 
or bed that the light comes over the 
head without striking the eye and 
falls well upon tho page; if he will 


hold his book at a long reading dis- 
tance and take care that the line of 
letters shall be at right angles to 
the line of vision he can be sure of 
doing his eyef no more harm than if 
he were sitting up. 

More than this, there is much pos 
itively in favor of reading lying 
down. Dr. Seller concludes: “The 
recumbent posture allows more rest 
of the bodily structures than the sit- 
ting posture, and there is greater pos- 
sibility of resting and repair in that 
position.” —London Globe.
